The state board 
of equalization 


and assessment met Tuesday and 
fixed the valuation of the railroads 
for the current tax year. The total 
value placed upon the property of 
the carriers is fixed for the year 1924 
at $314,568,092. 
This is a drop of 


about a million from last year, due 
largely to the fact that the supreme 
court ordered the valuation of the 
Rock Island road reduced. The total 
last year was $315,644,707.

CONVENTION HALL, ST PAUL 


Minn., June 17—The first 
official

was taken until later in the day to 
enable the credentials committee to 
complete its task of seating some 
300 of the delegates present. Session 
resumed at 2 p. m. 


Communists 
made 
themselves 


heard only in cheering at the first 
session. 


About 300 delegates representing a 


score of states, with a small bloc of 
communists who threaten to disrupt 
the convention, were present at the 
opening. 


There/were all descriptions of dele- 


gates in the hall when Mahoney be- 
gan reading his "keynote" address 
setting -?orth the ninss of ihe new- 
national farmer-labor party." 


Farmers just in from the fields, 


labor organizers with their coats off, 
girl workers ia knickerbockers, fat 
old women and moustached foreign- 
looking men—all applauded enthus- 
iastically for Mahoney, a quiet white 
haired little man who described him- 
self as a "dreamer."

rich discoveries have rewarded the 
iatient work of French, British and 
American archaeologists, who have 
een uncovering the ruins of the old 
'hoenician city, according to Horton 
O'Neil' of St. Louis, Mo., a member 
of the commission, who has arrived 
here. The work has been discon- 
tinued until the hot summer months 
are over. 
- - 


The temple of tanit, Phoenician 


goddess, was found to have been con- 
structed 
on a vertical line ami to 


have consisted of four separate tem- 
ples, the first begun about 600 years 
before Christ and the others built at 
intervals of about 300 years- Amaz- 
ing discoveries were 
made 
here. 


Rare mosaic floors were discovered 
in the Roman villa on the outskirts 
of the city and sculptural specimens 
which throw clear light on the art of 
the vanished age. 


'"Ihe 
most 
amazing thing we 


found," said 
O'Neill, "were 
the 


Stelles, or Punic tombstones. These 
contained strange inscriptions, many 
of which 
had 
ancient curses, for 


those who might disturb the peace 
of the dead. One threatened to see to 
it that the disturber's 'head should 
be crushed.'" 


Died While at Work. 


O'Xeill added that m truth Sci- 


pio's curse" seemed to hover over 
the archaeologists who dared to car- 
ry on with their work in face of the 
legends on the tombstones. He said 
the natives regarded- the Scipio curse 
in much the same way as the Egyp- 
tian peasants felt about Tut's threat. 
The present 
excavations, by the 


Franco-American 
expedition, were 


begun by Jules Renault, a French- 
man, who lived in an old cistern near 
the scene of Jiis work. He was found 
there by Comte Byron Kuhn de Pro- 
rok, a descendant of tne poet Byron, 
but shortly afterward Renault "died 
and confided the continuation of his 
work to the Polish-American arch- 
aeologist. The Prince of Waldeck. 
who helped the work some years ago 
died during his activities there. 


"We were 
particularly 
repaid." 


said O'Neill, "by finding a large num- 
ber of broken urns containing Egyp- 
tian amulets, gold leafs and bronze 
bracelets and rinss In many cases i 
we found in the incindiary urns the i 
charred remains o: Phoenician chil- 
dr»n who were iNacnficed to th" rr"i 
Moloch.

apparent reason give him a tea- 
spoonful or two of water. You may 
be surprised at the look of beatific 
content that will spread over the 
little face.

Boiling will kill germs. Bear this 


in mind always about foods and bev- 
erages. 
If they have been cooked 


or boiled the dangerous Ingredients 
are destroyed. 
Water that a baby is to have 


should be boiled for several minutes 
and then placed in a bottle which 
has been boiled or scalded thorough- 
ly. 
If the bottle is stoppered with 


sterile cotton, the water will be good 
for a day, especially if kept in. a 
cool place. 
Several times every day give the 


baby a. little of this carefully-pre- 
pared water. 
It will help him to 


thrive. It will keep him sweet and 
happy. 
The waste of the body cannot be 


carried away until it is placed, in 
solution. 
Of course practically all 


of a baby's food is liquid and this 
helps to carry waste 'away, as well 
as to supply nourishment. But the 
addition to its diet of a reasonable 
amount of pure water will promote 
the disposal of the waste materials. 
It will aid the kidneys and the skin, 
as well as the intestinal tract.

ternoon in outlining the policy of his 
government. 


The new government of ibe left is 


opposed to "a hostile policy of force 
and occuaptlon of ex-enemy terri- 
tory" Herriot said ,and will do its ut- 
most to placate the German socia- 
lists. 


The government is preparing for 


resumption of relations with Russia 
but will take all necessary precau- 
tions to protect French interests. 


"We will continue to defend our 


treaty rights against Germany," the 
premier added. 


PARIS, June 17—The government 


of Edouard Herriot today faced the 
severe test of chamber 
interpella- 


tions, which were expected to last 
for two days. Communists and min- 
ority socialists, as well as deputies 
of the right, had questions for the 
new premier regarding the policies 
his government purposes to pursue.

MORE ABOUT 


FLOWERS

Some persons srcm to possess a 


knack of arranging flowers effect- 
ively. No doubt the first requisite 
is a good color sense, but theie must 
also be Ihe "knack" just as some 
people have a talent foi making a 
loom look cozj 


One person can take postively ug- 


ly flowers and airange them so they 
appear charming and another can 
take bt^utiful ones and do absolute- 
ly the reverse. 


But none of us reed ever make 


flowers look ugly. 
We may not 


achieve a beautiful effect, but if we 
lemember two simple rules we can- 
not go far wrong. 
First, never 


ciiowd flowers into a vase: too few 
are much bette r than too many. Sec- 
ond never fix them so that they are 
stiff and straight. 


Even in the fancy arrangements 


made by florists, where the little hol- 
ders in the center are used, you will 
notice that in seme manner they al- 
ways contrive the stiff effect in the 
center. There is nothing uglier than 
a vase full of flowers 
standing up 


stiffly. It is impossible to get a good 
effect unless you arrange each flow- 
er saperately. Many persons will just 
take up a bunch and put them in a 
vase, and the result is never good. 


A sense of color Is just as impor- 


tant in arranging flowers as in de.c- 
orating a room or in dressing. Con- 
sider first of all the colors of the 
flowers you expect to mix and, neSt 
the color of the room in which you 
expect to place them, and its furnish- 
ings. A flower which may be a beau- 
tiful color in itself or in certain sur- 
roundings, can become hideous and 
ruin the appearance of a room with 
which it does not harmonize. Also 
certain flowers seem appropriate in 
some houses and inappropriate In 
others. For instance, in a country 
cottage very luxrious flowers such 
as gardenias, orchids and exotic lil- 
ies seem rather out of place where 
the simple garden flowers seem to 
feel happy and at home. In deciding 
on which flowers to plant in one's 
garden I think one should always 
take the style and type of one's 
house into consideration. 


Another thing to remember is that 


flowers that are faded 
are worse 


than none at all. I know what a 
temptation it is to keep flowers after 
they have really outworn their beau- 
ty. I always find it difficult to throw 
them away, but there is nothing 
drearier than sick and faded flowers. 


Many people tell me of 'ways to 


keep flowers fresh. We all know that 
heat is bad for cut flowers—that is, 
having them too close to a radiator 
or fire—yet curiously 
enough one 


way that is supposed to make flow- 
ers last is to put them in hot water 
at night. I know from personal ex- 
perience that a good thing to do is to 
take them out of their vases at night 


and lay them flat in water, either 
cool or hot. Cutting about a half ineli 
Off the stem every day (this Is pai- 
tlcularly good for roses) will help 
lengthen their lues A pinch of salt 
added to the water each day is also 
a good thing I was told the other 
day of a veiy no\el and—to me. at 
least—new njethod of reviving flow- 
ers, but again I cannot vouch for the 
truth of it. My informant said that 
one aspirin tablet added to the wat- 
er each day is a tonic which sounds 
a little strange but might be worth

Eastern and Northern Parts of the 


State in Path of Heavy 


Rainstorms. 


Thirty-five hundreths of an inch of 


rain fell in Lincoln earlq Tuesday 
morning. Heavier rain fell 
to^ the 


north and west of Lincoln during the 
night. Between Utica and Grand Is- 
land three inches of rain is reported. 


The Burlington railroad's early

of giountl not too far from my job. 
and In a mild climate, where 1 could 
maintain life even when my earning

My search for cheap land, eco- 


nomical living, 
long 
growing sea- 


sons and short winteis resulted In 
a decision to locale in 
a 
small 


town iu 
Central 
North Carolina. 


Liking the conditions I bought a 
small home an dabout an 
acre of 


land 
The neighborhood is made 


up of clover ami cheerful people. 
Everybody on the street gives every- 
body else a friendly good morning. 


1 settled down with fruits, flow' 


ers and chickens 
for occupation, 


and unlimited soft water for us all 
We have a flower garden, chicken 
yard, summer and winter gardens, 
all the peaches, plums, apples, figs, 
damsons, pears, grapes and berries 
we need. 
The winter garden pro- 


vides green things all winter, col- 
lards, turnips, cabbage, mustard, 
onions, and they are not out of the 
way by the time we begin planting 
in March, for our nine months grow- 
ing season. 


We buy no vegetables or 
fruit; 


we have fried chickens practically 
all the year and a fat hen at our 
pleasure, and we never need to eco- 
nomize in eggs. 
It may seem al- 


most a sacrilege to say it, but my 
Airedale gets eggs occasionally for 
his breakfast. With the 
chickens 


running loose, the eggs cost us al- 
most nothing. Selling off the older 
chickens about balances the feed we 
buy. 


A dressed hog every fall at around 


16 cents, gives us enough ribs, baconv 
ham and about seventy-five pounds 
of lard. _ We rarely buy other meat. 
A neigtfbor supplies us with button 
milk at 15 cents a gallon and butter 
at 40 cents a pound. We buy cream 
by the case. Flour and other staples 
are bought In quantity, where the 
purchase allows some discount. We 
have nothing charged. 


Finding berry browing an indus- 


try in this vicinity, we obtained two 
additional 
acres 
and set them to 


dewberries. 
These require 
about 


thirty days of my time a year. The 
four berry crops I have grown have 
paid for the land and all other ex- 
penses and have netted us $1,433^6. 


My selling experience has 
also 


stood me in good stead and brought 
some returns to my new 
home, 


to the extent of about $2000. 


There are times when I wish for 


a cast-iron hack with a steel hinge 
in it. 
For mother earth demands 


her toil in sweat and toil. 
I have 


wondered at sunset if I could make 
the 100 yards to the house. But my 
appetite is past description, and I 
am soon in the land of dreams with 
no disturbing fears. 


Does it pay—the long, hot days, 


the blistered 
hands, the 
aching 


back and burning feet? I reply that 
I do not care if I never lay eyes on 
another street car. 
Am as happy 


as anything in this world can make 
a man and cannot recall one thi^t, 
that would add to my peace and com- 
fort. The last state of this man is 
so much better than the first that 
it only requires a little reflection for 
me to he thankful and to envy no- 
body. 


Our wants are simple; we hire 


no servants and have no waste, and 
we do no entertaining beyond ex- 
changing visits and meals 
with 


friends. 
Living outside the village, 


we have no heavy taxes. 


As to clothes, I am now wearing 


as my second-best a suit made in 
the city ten years ago. 
Other 


clothes I brought with me lasted un- 
til 1919. 
A 12.50 hat lasts several 


years, for I wear a 50-cent cap and 
dress up only when I go to town. 
Am in overalls about nine months 
of the year and in my old clothes in 
winter. Have not had to buy shoes 
in four years Moose hide moccasins 
made to order at $6 suit me best for 
home use; it is almost impossible 
to wear them out, and they stand 
half-soling four or five times. 


My annual fuel bill for wood cut 


and delivered and for soft coal Is 
$30. In winter the wife cooks on 
the wood stove in the dining room; 
in summer on the kerosene stove. A 
hatful of coal heats the living room 
and the bathroom We seldom have 
freezing weather 
for 
longer than 


thirty-six hours; 
then the 
south 


breeze brings warmth again.

A Political Paradox. 


Philadelphia 
Ledger: 
.Govern- 


mental affairs in France and Ger- 
many seem today to be in a condi- 
tion of chaos. In each country the 
parliament has been raised to a 
position, of supreme power, "and yet 
in neither is the parliament capable 
of effective action. 


This paradox if increasing power, 


accompanied by decreasing strength, 
is a curious one. Under monarchical 
government highest power was %rest- 
edsin the executive; in time of crisis 
the king had decisive voice. In the 
democratic evolution of governments 
the legislative branch tended 
more 


and more to encroach upon the pre- 
rogatives of the executive until the 
later became a mere figurehead and 
parliament represented the state. 


As long as parliament could govern 


themselves, they could govern 
the 


community; but there gradually de- 
veloped the bloc system, which so 
divided legislatures that they 
harl 


much ado to know themselves and 
were utterly incapable of evolving 
policies that represented the will of 
the nations. The chamber of depu- 
ties in France and the reichstag in 
Grermany have reached this pitiable 
state; they have all the power in the 
world, but are unable to take deci- 
sive action for the nation. 


In France the chamber has the 


power to compel the resignation of 
the president of the republic. 
In 


Germany there is nothing to prevent 
the reichstag from reestablishing 
the monarchy. 
The only difference 


is that the French chamber is actu- 
ally preparing to jockey President
